With the adoption of canons and rules 
alone there will he plenty of work to 
struggle through, and there are many 
Other matters to be discussed, It will 
be interesting to note whether tie synod 
discusses the question of the amalgaua- 
tion of the several ecclesiastical pro- 
vinces of the Dominion. There are 
churchmen in all the provinces who are 
avxious to secure the amalgamation of 
the provinces into one ecclesiastical pro- 
vince extending over the whole Domin- 
ion. and the question is certeinly xn in- 
teresting one, oot only to churchmen, 
but to all Canadiare.
